The  film  develops  the  theme  that  fuel,  weather,  and  slope  are  the  main 
conditions  that  control  fire  behavior.  It  shows  the  effect  of  fuels  on  color 
and  action  of  smoke;  the  burning  behavior  of  heavy  bulky  fuels  and  of 
flash  fuels  such  as  dry  grass,  leaves,  etc.  It  explains  the  effect  on  fires 
of  wind,  humidity,  temperature,  time  of  day,  and  seasons  of  the  year. 
Finally,  it  shows  the  effect  of  slope  and  exposure  of  the  land.
